Former Quincy Mayor Would Be 
Second City Democrat Séeking 


Party Nomination For Sheriff 


By ROBERT BOSWORTH 

A second Quincy Demo- 
crat may be running for 
sheriff next year. 

Former Quincy mayor 
William Phelan told the Sun 
he is seriously considering a 
bid for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Norfolk County 
sheriff in 2020. Phelan, if he 
gets in the race, would be 
the third Democrat — and the 
second from Quincy — run- 
ning for sheriff. 

Already announced 
candidates include fellow 
Quincy Democrat Patrick 
McDermott and James 
Coughlin of Dedham. Mc- 

_ Dermott is vacating his seat 
as Norfolk County Register 
of Probate to run for sheriff. 
Coughlin is a retired Massa- 
chusetts state trooper. 

The sheriff’s seat is 
presently held by Repub- 
lican Jerry McDermott of 
Westwood. Jerry McDer- 
mott was appointed sheriff 
by Gov. Charlie Baker af- 
ter the seat was vacated by 
longtime Sheriff Michael 
Bellotti. Bellotti, a Quincy 
Democrat, left the sheriff’s 
job last year to become in- 
terim president of Quincy 
College. 

Jerry McDermott — who 
is not related to Patrick 
McDermott — says he will 
be seeking the Republican 
nomination for sheriff next 
year. 

Candidates running for 
sheriff in 2020 are seeking 
to fill the final two years 
that remain on Bellotti’s six- 
year term. The winner of the 
2020 race can run for a full

six-year term in 2022. 

Phelan says he will de- 
cide about a campaign for 
sheriff in January. He served 
three terms as mayor of 
Quincy from 2002 to 2008 
and two years as a mem- 
ber of the Quincy School 
Committee. He also worked 
several years as town ad- 
ministrator for the Town of 
Holbrook and is currently a 
practicing attorney in Quin- 
cy. 

He said he is drawn to 
the Norfolk County sheriff’s 
position: as -a way to help 
people.

Phelan said the majority 
of inmates in the Norfolk 
County House of Correc- 
tions fall into two catego- 
ries or both categories: they 
either suffer from mental 
illness or often times from 
addiction or both. “They 
are sick and suffering like 
a lot of people are and they 
haven’t had a lot of oppor- 
tunities like a lot of us have. 
That’s not to say there isn’t 
reason for them to be there 
— sometime there is, some- 


times there isn’t — but they > 


are human beings and they 
should be treated as such. 
The time that they spend in- 
carcerated should at least as 
productive as possible.” 
“The job of a correction- 
al officer is a difficult job 
and those employees have 
to be supported and trained 
properly. It’s a changing 
field. People are looking 
at incarceration differently 
now. They see the effects 
of the opioid epidemic and 
the public understands there 
are underlying issues that 
many people have that they 
are trying to overcome and 
if they do and they can they 


can be productive members 
of society,” Phelan said. 

“The position of county 
sheriff is a position that is 
very worthwhile and one 
that you can have an impact 
on people’s lives and I think 
my skill set would be good 
for that,” he added. 

Phelan‘said he will set up 
an exploratory committee to 
help him make a final deci- 
sion about entering the sher- 
iff’s race. 

“IT am going to seriously 
consider it,” he said. 

Phelan, who is 59, will 
celebrate his 60th birthday 
on Nov. 26. He and his wife, 
Tracey, have four adult chil- 
dren: three daughters and a 
son. The youngest is a soph- 
omore at Amherst College. 

“My wife and I are now 
in a situation. where .we 
would have the time to pur- 
sue this,” Phelan said. 

He said his experience 
with municipal budgets and 
managerial duties would be 
an asset as the next Norfolk 


‘County sheriff. 


“I understand budgets, I 
understand costs. I have that 
type of mind. I have that 
ability and I think there is a 
component of county sheriff 
that requires someone who 
is a manager of sorts to make 
sure what is being spent and 
being spent wisely. 


“Also, I like to believe | 


that I am someone who is 
innovative and I can see 
things from a different per- 


spective. I am not afraid 
to speak my mind and do 
things differently if I think 
things need to be done and 
looked at differently. I think 
that’s an asset as well. 

“I enjoyed being the 
mayor, there was a lot of 
pressure in that position. I 
was younger, the politics 
of it were new to me at the 
time but I loved it because 
I could do things that could 
help people and that’s why I 
think this position is some- 
thing that I could helpful 
with. I think my desire for 
public service would be 
well served in this position 
for that reason.” 

As for making a decision 
about a candidacy for sher- 
iff, Phelan said: 

“I still want to put to- 
gether an exploratory com- 
mittee and I have begun to 
do that and I continue to talk 
to people and see how they 
feel about my candidacy. I 
will be making a decision 
probably at the beginning of 
the year. 

“I have been thinking 
about for some time and 
have been talking to my 
family, especially my wife 
Tracey. We have talked a lot 
about this and now I want 
to see how other folks feel 
about it.” 

Historically, Quincy has 
played a key role in the elec- 
tion of the Norfolk County 
sheriff. The city is the larg- 
est municipality -— voting 


block — in Norfolk County. 
The last three elected Nor- 
folk County sheriffs hailed 
from Quincy; two were 
Democrats and one was a 
Republican. 

The late Charles Hedg- 
es, a Quincy Republican, 
served as Norfolk County 
sheriff from 1960 to 1975. 

The late Clifford Mar- - 
shall, a Quincy Democrat, 
served as county sheriff 
from 1975 to 1996. 

Michael Bellotti, also a 
Quincy Democrat, was sher- 
iff from 1999 to 2018. Bel- 
lotti defeated Republican 
Jack Flood in 1998. Flood 
had been appointed sheriff 
after the death of Clifford 
Marshall in 1996. 

The state primary will 
be held Tuesday, Sept. 15, 
2020. Besides the race for 
Norfolk County sheriff there 
will be the showdown for 
US. Senate between Demo- 
crats Ed Markey and Joseph 
Kennedy III in the Demo- 
cratic primary. Markey is 
the incumbent senator who 
served as U.S. representa- 
tive in the 7th District from 
1973 before he was elected 
senator in 2012. Kennedy 
is vacating his seat as con- 
gressman in the 4th District 
to challenge Markey as the 


' State’s junior U.S. senator.

addressing rising health care costs — an issue voters have 
consistently ranked as most important. 

The challenge for lawmakers right now is twofold: find 
effective solutions that make health care more affordable for 
all Americans without reducing access to treatments. 

While our health care system often seems like a tangled 
knot of misaligned incentives and bureaucracy, there are 
most certainly bipartisan solutions that Congress can imple- 
ment to achieve this dual goal. 

The issue is of particular concern for the mental health 
community. Millions of Americans confront mental illness 
each day and approximately one in six use some form of 
psychiatric medication. And for those battling addiction, 
medication can sometimes mean the difference between 
success and failure. 

Medication is not a one-size-fits-all solution. Prescrip- 
tions must be monitored and adjusted as treatment progress- 
es. It’s why organizations such as Mental Health America 
consistently oppose policies that would restrict access to 
new medications. 

Fortunately, many practical solutions have already been 


explored and are waiting for a champion to take them over’ 


the finish line. 

Reforms like passing on some of the rebates in Medicare 
Part D will realign incentives throughout the whole system 
to bring down prices -- all while providing actual savings at 
the pharmacy. 

The plan is simple enough -- forcing insurance compa- 
nies and pharmacy benefit managers (massive private “mid- 
dlemen” between drug companies and insurers) to pass on 
drug rebates to patients at the point of sale. 

For patients, passing on rebates would provide immedi-

ate relief. It is estimated that sharing a portion of rebates 
with diabetes patients on Medicare could save up to $20. 
billion over the next 10 years. 

Most importantly, this plan addresses the rising cost of 
prescription drugs. 

Currently, pharmacy benefit managers pocket rebates, 
claiming they spread the cost of drugs throughout premiums 
and other patient fees. So not only are patients not receiving 
the savings intended for them, but the cost of medicines are 
rising. 

Pharmacy benefit managers and insurers are incentivized 
to maximize the number of rebates they can receive. And 
since rebates are used for the most expensive drugs, this 
means benefit managers are also incentivized to keep drug 
prices high --.or steer patients toward high-priced drugs. 

Both practices increase costs for families across the na- 
tion, Removing incentives would help patients find effective 
and affordable treatment options. 

I look forward to members of Congress from both sides 
of the aisle addressing this problem. Rebate reform is the 
best place to start.

THIS IS A 1910 postcard view of Wollaston showing a 

train passing under the Beale Street Bridge on its way to 
Quincy Center. Newport Avenue is on the right. The old 
Wollaston Depot on the left, originally named Wollaston 
Heights, was on the right side of the tracks until Newport 
Avenue was widened. It was very narrow and still a dirt 
road at this time and was widened to ease navigation 
on the hill for horse drawn wagons when it was mud. 
The tall building at the top of the hill was the Wollaston 
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Hotel. It was built in 1870 along with the depot when 
the land called Wollaston Heights was subdivided into 
house lots. The Old Colony Railroad Corporation built 
the railroad on this right-of-way in 1845. John Quincy 
Adams was still serving as the U.S. congressman from 
the district that included Quincy when it was built so 
very close to his home on Adams Street.

Mayoral Nominations 


State Rep. Myron N. Lane and former Mayor Charles 
A. Ross were nominated for mayor in Tuesday’s city pre- 
liminary election. Lane led the field of five candidates with 
4,807 votes followed closely by Ross who had 4,478 votes. 

Lane expressed his appreciation for his vote stating, “In 
return for this endorsement I intend to conduct a clean, vig- 
orous campaign, confined to the real issues before us. If I 
am elected mayor I intend to give the city the best municipal 
administration in its history.” : 

Ross said, “The vote indicates ultimate victory. It reflects 
confidence throughout the city and is evidence of the ap- 
proval of my pledge to continue the stability and progress 
and betterment of Quincy.” 

(Editor’s note: Ross, who served as mayor during the 
1930s, would win the election. The 1942 city election was 
for three-year terms for mayor and city council. The elec- 
tion ended the staggered elections in place in Quincy since 
1920.)

JENNESS WILL BE ACTING MAYOR 

Mayor Thomas Burgin, who had announced that he 
would retire from office at the end of his term to enlist in the 
Armed Forces, said that he had been commissioned as full 
lieutenant in the U.S. Naval Reserve. 

The First Naval Division announced later that Burgin 
had been assigned to the office of the supervisor of ship- 
building at the Fore River Shipyard. He reported for duty 
Monday, Nov. 16.

Vegan Cauliflower

1 cup cashews 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

14 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon apple cider vinegar 

1 tablespoon poultry seasoning. (not 
turkey seasoning, which usually has sug- 
ar) 

4 tablespoon tamari or coconut aminos 
(plus extra for marinating) 


1. The night before or at least a half hour 
before - remove some leaves from cauli- 
flower and slice the bottom so it lays flat. 
Poke holes with a fork in cauliflower. Using 
coconut aminos or tamari, drench the cauli- 
flower and set aside to marinade. 

2. Preheat oven to 425F. Meanwhile 
make the “crust” by combining cup ca-

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Salmonella: Symptoms, Treatment And Prevention 
A Message From Ruth Jones, City Of Quincy Health Commissioner

Salmonella infection is 
a common bacterial disease 
that affects the intestinal 
tract. Salmonella bacteria 
normally live in the intes- 
tines of animals and humans 
and are shed through feces. 
Humans become infected 
most frequently through 
contaminated food or water. 

Typically, most people 
with salmonella infection 
have no symptoms. Others 
acquire diarrhea, fever and 
abdominal cramps within 
eight to 72 hours. The ma- 
jority of healthy people 
recover within a few days 
without specific treatment. 
In certain cases, the diarrhea 
associated with salmonella 
infection can cause dehy- 
dration requiring swift med- 
ical attention. Life-threaten- 
ing complications also may 
arise if the infection spreads 
beyond the intestines. A per- 
son’s risk of developing sal- 
monella infection is higher 
if they travel to countries 
with poor sanitation. 

Salmonella infection is 
usually caused by eating 
raw or undercooked meat 
(particularly ground beef), 
poultry, eggs or egg prod- 


ucts, The incubation period 
ranges from several hours to 
two days. Possible signs and 
symptoms include: 

* Nausea 

¢ Vomiting 

¢ Abdominal cramps 

¢ Diarrhea 

¢ Fever 

* Chills 

¢ Headache 

¢ Blood in the stool 

The signs and symptoms 
of salmonella infection usu- 
ally last two to seven days. 
Diarrhea may last up to 10 
days; however it may take 
several months before bow- 
els return to normal. A few 
varieties of salmonella bac- 
teria result in typhoid fever, 
a sometimes deadly disease 
that is more prevalent in de- 
veloping countries. 

Most people are infected 
with salmonella by eating 
foods that have been con- 
taminated by feces. Com- 
monly infected foods in- 
clude: 

¢ Raw meat, poultry 
and seafood. Feces may get 
onto raw meat and poultry 
during the butchering pro- 
cess. Seafood may be con- 
taminated if harvested from 
contaminated water. 

¢ Raw eggs. While an 
egg’s shell may appear to 


be an ideal barrier to con- 
tamination, some infected 
chickens produce eggs that 
contain salmonella before 
the shell is even formed. 

¢ Fruits and vegetables. 
Some fresh produce, par- 
ticularly imported varieties, 
may be hydrated in the field 
or washed during process- 
ing with water contaminated 
with salmonella. Contami- 
nation also can occur in the 
kitchen, when juices from 
raw meat and poultry come 
into contact with uncooked 
foods, such as salads. 

Many foods become con- 
taminated when prepared 
by people who have not 
washed their hands _thor- 
oughly after using the toilet 
or changing a diaper. Infec- 
tion also can occur if you 
touch something that is con- 
taminated, including pets, 
especially birds and reptiles, 
and then put your fingers in 
your mouth. 

Factors that may amplify 
your risk of salmonella in- 
fection include activities 
that may cause closer con- 
tact with salmonella bacteria 
or health problems that may 
weaken your resistance to 
infection in general. These 
risks include: 

Increased exposure 


¢ International travel. 
Salmonella infection, in- 
cluding varieties that cause 
typhoid fever, is more com- 
mon in developing countries 
with poor sanitation. 

¢ Owning a pet bird or 
reptile. Some pets, particu- 
larly birds and reptiles, can 
carry salmonella bacteria. 

Stomach or bowel dis- 


orders 
Your body possesses 
many natural defenses 


against salmonella . infec- 
tion, such as stomach acid 
that can kill many types of 
salmonella bacteria. How- 
ever, some medical prob- 
lems or medications can af- 
fect these natural defenses. 
Examples include: 

¢ Antacids. Lowering 
your stomach’s acidity al- 
lows more salmonella bac- 
teria to survive. 

¢ Inflammatory bowel 
disease. This condition 
damages the lining of your 
intestines, which makes it 
easier for salmonella bacte- 
ria to survive. 

* Recent use of antibi- 
otics. This can reduce the 
number of helpful bacteria 
in your intestines, which 
may affect your ability to 
fight off a salmonella infec- 
tion.

¢ Store raw meat, poultry 
and seafood away from oth- 
er foods in your refrigerator 

¢ If possible, have sev- 
eral cutting boards in your 
kitchen, one for raw meat 
and the other for fruits and 
vegetables 

* Never place cooked 
food on an unwashed plate 
that previously held raw 
meat 

Avoid eating raw eggs in 
such items as cookie dough, 
homemade ice cream and 
eggnog. If you must con- 
sume raw eggs, make sure 
they’ve been pasteurized.

Restricted Application 


To Maximize Benefits 
_By RUSSELL GLOOR 


Dear gon I was born on 1/14/1953, it my wife 
was born on 6/27/1954. I will have the largest Social Se- 
curity benefit by 2 or 3 to one. She has been retired for 
a year or so, but I am working part time. We planned on 
not taking our SS until 70, since my IRA and Social Se- 
curity will cover us until 90plus. I want to maximize my 
SS benefit in case we live past then. I have read about a 
restricted application and file and suspend, but I get con- 
flicting information on who must be born before 1/2/54. 
Is there anything we can do besides wait to 70 to maxi- 
mize our benefits? Signed: Wanting to Maximize 

Dear Wanting: How you, as a married couple, should 
plan your Social Security depends largely upon whether 
your wife will be eligible for a spousal benefit from you 
and, if so, how much her spousal benefit will be. Your 
wife will get a spousal benefit from you if her own ben- 
efit amount at her full retirement age (66) is less than half 
of your benefit amount at your full retirement age (66). 
The difference between those two amounts will be added 
to your wife’s own benefit (from her own work record) 
to become her spousal benefit. At her full retirement age 
(FRA) she would get 50% of the amount you were el- 
igible for at your FRA, which you reached in January 
2019. If your wife’s benefit at age 70 will be more than 
her spousal benefit will be, then it would be prudent for 
her to delay claiming until age 70 when her benefit will 
be 32% more than it would be when she turns 66. How- 
ever, if her spousal benefit will be more, it could make 
sense for your wife to file for her own benefit first, which 
would allow you to file a “restricted application for spou- 
sal benefits only.” Your wife cannot file a restricted ap- 
plication because she was born after January 1, 1954, but 
you can file the restricted application because you were 
born before that (the “File and suspend” option which 
allowed your wife to collect spouse benefits while your 
benefits are suspended is no longer available). 

Provided your current finances, as well as your health 
and expected longevity suggest you can delay, it would 
be a wise strategy for you to delay claiming until age 70 
because it will provide you with the maximum possible 
monthly benefit and also the most in cumulative lifetime 
benefits if you attain at least “average” longevity (about 
84). This would also give your wife the highest possi- 
ble survivor benefit should you predecease her (as. your 
widow, your wife gets 100% of the benefit you were re- 
ceiving at your death). Your wife cannot collect a spousal 
benefit from you until you start your own benefits, but 
if she were to choose to claim her own Social Security 
retirement benefit from her own work record first (so you 
could file the restricted application), she would switch to 
her higher spousal benefit when you claim. 

So, if your wife’s spousal benefit will be her high- 
est benefit, as a couple you may wish to consider your 
wife filing for her own benefit to start in January (will 
be reduced by about 3.3%) and, at that time, you file a 
“restricted application for spousal benefits only” which 
means you will collect 50% of your wife’s (unreduced) 
FRA benefit amount while your own Social Security ben- 
efit continues to earn delayed retirement credits (DRCs). 
DRCs are given .at the rate of 2/3rd of 1% per month 
of delay (8% per year of delay), up until age 70 when 
your benefit will be 24% more than it would be at age 
67. Then, at age 70, when you switch from the spousal 
benefit from your wife to your own SS retirement benefit, 
your wife can file for her spousal benefit from you. If 
you are, indeed, fortunate enough to live well into your 
80s, the above will provide you with considerably more 
in lifetime benefits than any other strategy you might 
consider.

The thtee parcels include 
28,000 square feet of land in 
a Business C zoning district. 

The Planning; Board held 
a public hearing on the pro- 
posal Nov, 13. No, vote was 
taken during the meeting 
and the applicant is slated to 
go back before the board in 
January. 

Edward Fleming, 
Zhang’s attorney, said he 
met with the city’s Plan- 
ning Department and Mayor 
Thomas Koch to come up 
with the best proposal for 
the site.

At a 
May community meeting on 
the proposal, Fleming said 
that space could potentially 
accommodate a_ brewery, 
taproom and restaurant.

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floor above the street-level 
retail; those spaces would 
be open to the public. An 
interior courtyard would be 
located above the garage as 
well. 

The building would vary 
in height from four floors at 
the rear of the site to seven 
stories in one place along 
Beale Street. The closest 
setback to the property line 
in the rear of the building 
would be ten feet; some of 
the residential units would 
have balconies extending 
three feet into that setback. 

Erin Fredette, a traffic 
engineer for the applicant, 


said the building would ~ 


generate an additional ve- 
hicle trip every two to three 
minutes over existing condi- 
tions during peak hours. 
“Tt’s a relatively low im- 
pact given its close proximi- 
ty to the T station,” she said. 
A 75-unit residential 
building near a rapid transit 
station, like the one Zhang 
is proposing, would have 
peak parking demand of 61 
spaces, Fredette said, based 
data from the Institute of 
Transportation Engineers. 
“We are proposing 89 
[spaces], so...the anticipat- 
ed demand is less than what 
we are proposing for the res- 
idential,” Fredette said.

pates parking associated 
with the commercial uses 
would happen on the street 
ot at the Wollaston MBTA 
station’s parking lot, she 
added. Fleming said the 


retail tenants’ employees 
could potentially park inside 
the garage. 


Residents who _ spoke 
during the Planning Board 
meeting said they were con- 
cerned about the size of the 
building and the number of 
parking spaces included in 
the proposal. 

“They are proposing a 
brewery...that means com- 
ing and going and cars mov- 
ing. There’s just not enough 
parking for the multi stories 
that already live there, let 
alone bringing in more peo- 
ple,” said Linda Johnson. 
“We have a lot of concerns.” 

Johnson, an abutter to the 
site on Chapman Street, was 
also concerned about the 
proximity of the proposed 
building to her home. She 


said she would lose privacy 
because the balconies would 
overlook her home and ve- 
hicles in the garage would 
shine their headlights into 
her residence. 

Carla Moran, a Linden 
Street resident, said the 
project was attractive and 
welcomed the retail compo- 
nent, but believed the build- 
ing would not have enough 
parking. 

“All these things sound 
nicé...but it’s parking, park- 
ing, parking,” she said. “It 
looks nice, but there has 
got to be fewer units, more 
parking, or something to 
make it really contribute to 
the neighborhood.” 

Ward 5 Councillor-elect 
Charles Phelan Jr. said he 
liked the project but agreed 
with residents’ concerns 
over the number of parking 
spaces. Phelan also said he 
was against giving the de- 
veloper permission to build 
part of the building seven 


stories high when the zon- 
ing code would only allow a 
six-story building. 

“I like the development. I 
ran on the basis that I want- 
ed to see something done in 
Wollaston Center and these 
people have put together a 
good project,’ he said. “But 
I have to say on the heights, 
I campaigned on saying I 
would not allow variances 
on the zoning issues. The 
zoning is the zoning law.” 

In addition, Phelan said 
the board needs to take into 
consideration other poten- 
tial projécts that could be 
proposed for Wollaston 
Center. 

One such project could 
take place on the site that 
was formerly home to the 
Wollaston Theater on the 
opposite side of Beale 
Street. The owner of the 
property unveiled plans to 
build a 63-unit residential 
building at an April commu- 
nity meeting.

- favor of the request on Nov. 

12. The board held a hearing 
plan last month and asked 
the applicant to come back 
after meeting with area resi- 
dents. 

Fallon Ambulance in 
2008 received permission 
from the licensing board to 
store ambulances and fuel 
on site, as well as a repair 
license for Central Ave Auto 
Service, Edward Fleming, 
the attorney representing 
Old Town Trolley Tours, 
said during the October 
board -meeting. Fallon was 
allowed to store more than 
2,000 gallons of gasoline 
and diesel in an underground 
tank on the site, Fleming 
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said, plus 3,000 gallons of 
gasoline and diesel above 
ground in 45 or more am- 
bulances and 500 gallons of 
miscellaneous fuel. 

Fallon will. be mov- 
ing out of the site and Old 
Town Trolley Tours plans 
to move in in September 
2020, Fleming said in Octo- 
ber. His client plans to store 
3,000 gallons of diesel fuel 
in an above ground tank 
while using the site to fuel 
and repair its trolleys; the 
company’s trolleys do not 
run on gasoline. Central Ave 
Auto would remain on site, 
with the building modified 
to separate it from the trol- 
ley depot. 

The board did not vote on 
the proposal in October and 
asked Fleming to further 
reach out to area residents. 
Ward 6 Councillor William 
Harris hosted a community 
meeting on the plan Nov. 7. 

Fleming said about a 
dozen area residents were at 
the community meeting and 
they came away satisfied 
with the proposal.

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can say a number of neigh- 
bors indicated to me that 
they were happy with the 
responses they got from the 
applicant,” Fleming said. 
“We agreed to a number of 
different conditions.” 

The trolley company, 
Fleming said, would pro- 
hibit employees from loi- 
tering on site in response to 
neighbors’ concerns about 
that. The company will also 
make cosmetic repairs to 
the building, including im- 
provements to lighting fix- 
tures so they do not cause 
excess light pollution. 

The trolleys will be fu- 
eled during the evening and 
will only be started inside 
the building; Fleming said 
the company would be able 
to fuel the trolleys inside the 
building if the city signs off 
on it. The trolleys’ schedule 
in the morning will be stag- 
gered to limit the number of 
trolleys that leave between 7 
and 9 a.m. to six. 

Fleming also said the 
owner of the building, Hud- 
son Media, has agreed to re- 
move the underground fuel 
tanks on site. 

Katie Donnelly, the 
chairwoman of the trustees 


at the SeaWinds condomini- 
um building, which is locat- 
ed next door to the site at 90 
Quincy Shore Dr., spoke in 
favor of the proposal during 
the license board meeting. 
“T’ ve talked to many peo- 
ple who really agree with 
this transition and really 
agree with Old Town Trol- 
ley,” Donnelly said.

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Proposed Special Ed Center 
Opening Pushed Back 


By TOM GORMAN 

School officials have 
pushed back the opening of 
the proposed special educa- 
tion learning center to the 
summer of 2021. 

Quincy School Supt. 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro 
informed the school com- 
mittee on Nov. 13 that the 
initial planned opening set 
for September 2020 would 
likely not be met given the 
need for public input that 
will lead to the design, con- 
struction and development 
of programs of the new cen- 
ter. 

“It may be we were a bit 
too ambitious in our time- 
line,” he said. 

The city is planning to 
purchase a three-story. of- 
fice building on Old Colony 
Avenue in back of Central 
Middle School and convert 
it into a special education 
learning center to provide 
in-district programs. Mayor 
Thomas Koch previously ~ 
explained the center would 
save the city $500,000 in 
its first year and potentially 
millions in subsequent years 
by keeping special needs 
students in the city rather 
than sending them to private 
programs. 

The committee unani- 
mously voted to support 
Koch’s proposal to seek an 
$8.5 million bond for the 
purchase of the building 
from Eastern Nazarene Col- 
lege and renovate it. The 
city council was to vote on 
the proposal on Monday 
night, five days after the 
school committee meeting. 

DeCristofaro said that 
after conversations with 
Koch, Paul Hines of Pub- 
lic Buildings, the architect 
and special education staff, 
it was decided more time is 
needed to properly develop 
the center. Officials are now 
looking for the renovation 
project to be completed 
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in January or February of 
2021. 

“Considering that we’re 
looking at an extensive de- 
sign and extensive construc- 
tion to make this center, as 
the mayor said, the very best 
for our children, staff and 
families...we think (push- 
ing back the opening) is far 
better for the parents,” said 
DeCristofaro. 

The superintendent said 
that if all goes well, the 
center could open in the 
summer of 2021 for sum- 
mer programs and then be 
ready for the new school 
year starting in September. 
The additional time will 
give parents a better oppor- 
tunity to provide input for 
the center’s program as well 
as ready their children for 
transition to the new facility. 

“The bottom line is we 
want a real meaningful time- 
line so we can show parents 
this is the place you want 
to bring your children,” he 
said. 

Koch agreed that the 
original timeframe “wasn’t 
feasible,” and emphasized 
that the purchasing time- 
table hasn’t changed. 

“We want to get traction, 
get it completed, and get in 
there,” he said. 

Three weeks ago, the 
citywide PTO hosted a pub- 
lic forum on the proposed 
center in the building. Ac- 
cording to committee _mem- 
ber Douglas Gutro, nearly 
100 parents and residents 
attended the forum where 
comments, questions, and 
concerns were aired. 

“This was an extraordi- 
nary sign there is an appe- 
tite for interest by parents in 
learning more about this,” 
he said. 

Gutro said the idea of the 
city providing in-house spe- 
cial education programs “‘is 
laudable” and that the build- 
ing is a good, convenient

space. He, however, said a 
breakdown of costs such as 
out-of-district  transporta- 


‘tion and tuition, operation, 


and potential impact to the 
city’s budget hasn’t been 
completed. 

Gutro added that there 
are 73 FAQs (frequently 
asked questions) that have 
been compiled that school 
officials will work on to pro- 
vide answers. 

“We have more questions 
than answers,” he said. 

Gutro expressed “confi- 
dence” that “a quality pro- 
gram” can be provided in- 
district. 

The committee voted 
to support having QPAC 
(Quincy Parents Advisory 
Council), comprised of par- 
ents of special education 
Students to be involved in 
the planning and designing 
of the building and pro- 
grams. 

“Parent participation 
through the process I think 
is essential,” said Gutro. 

A few weeks ago, De- 
Cristofaro unveiled _ pro- 
posed program plans. Each 
floor will be known as a 
neighborhood and dedicated 
to particular grades. Each 
classroom will have profes- 
sional occupations, speech 
and physical therapists, spe- 
cial education teachers, and 
paraeducators. Teachers will 
work with students in small 
groups or individually and 
rooms will be custom de- 
signed for special education 
and disabled students. 

The center will be for 
students prekindergarten 
through grade 8. The pro- 
gram will help develop lan- 
guage, social, community, 
and self-care skills. Officials 
said that some in-district 
students may be able to at- 
tend the center as well as 
those being sent out of the 
city. 
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The city plans to open the 
new school, which would 
operate 12 months a year, in 
the summer of 2021. 

Superintendent Dr. Rich- 
ard DeCristofaro said the 
school would be built to ac- 
commodate students on the 
autism spectrum. He said 30 
to 40 of those students cur- 
rently attending programs 
outside of Quincy could 
move into the new special 
education center in its first 
year. The city spends up to 
$120,000 per student on 
transportation and tuition to 
send those students out of 
district. 

The students currently 
enrolled in out-of-district 
programs would be allowed 
to remain in those programs, 
DeCristofaro said. 

The district has some 
175 students enrolled in its 
CARES (Children Achieve 
Real [Educational Suc- 
cess) program at five sites 
throughout the city who 
could potentially move into 
the new special education 
center, school officials said. 

The new special educa- 
tion center could also ac- 
cept students from other 
communities, DeCristofaro 
said, but the decision to do 
so will not be made until the 
program is up and running. 
The superintendent said the 
new center could accommo- 
date nearly 300 students at 
full capacity. 

DeCristofaro said school 
officials have long discussed 


the idea of opening a new 
center for special education 
students. 

“This notion has been 
talked about for quite a long 
period of time,” he said. 

“This is will ensure that 
all of our children that will 
attend will be spending less 
time on transportation and 
more quality time with our 
dedicated staff. This build- 
ing will allow our school 
system to enhance parent in- 
volvement with a very spe- 
cial, unique, parent resource 
center. It would also allow 
us to limit site and program- 
matic transitions from one 
building to another for our 
children, because this build- 
ing would be their school.” 

“We like to think about 
this building as four walls 
with hope inside,” DeCris- 
tofaro added. 

The city expects to save 
money by moving the 30 
to 40 students from out-of- 
district programs to the new 
special education center. 
City economist Eric Mason 
said the savings could total 
$350,000 in year one, even 

after accounting for the 
costs to staff, operate and 
maintain the building. That 
number could grow over 
time. 

“The proposal before 
you tonight provides the op- 
portunity to do something 
incredibly important for 
many- of our young people 
and families and at the same 
time save money,” said 
Chris Walker, Koch’s chief 
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of staff. 

Erin Perkins, the school 
system’s director of special 
education, called the pro- 
posal a “truly wonderful 
opportunity for both our stu- 
dents and our families.” 

The current plan for the 
school includes four learn- 
ing neighborhoods divided 
by age group, Perkins said. 
The learning neighborhoods 
would be for students in 
pre-k, kindergarten through 
second grade, grades three 
through five, and sixth 
through eighth grade. 

“We think having learn- 
ing neighborhoods is a real- 
ly nice opportunity for us to 
address different needs de- 
pending on the age level of 
the students,” Perkins said. 

The center would 
include rooms for therapy, 
including speech, occupa- 
tional and physical therapy; 
a music therapy room; an 
adapted gym and motor 
skills room; an adapted out- 
door playground; a sensory 
space; a calming space; a 
life skills classroom for 
older students, which could 

include a mock living area 
and workshop; conference 
rooms for staff use and use 
by the Quincy Parent Ad- 
visory Council to Special 
Education; a parent resource 
center; professional devel- 
opment space; and dedicat- 
ed testing areas. 

In addition, Perkins said 
school officials want to pro- 
vide afterschool opportuni- 
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On Friday, Nov. 8, at approximately 8 p.m., Officer Bulg- 
er was dispatched to Quincy Medical Center on a “911” call 
from the emergency room, where an employee stated that a 
patient just assaulted a doctor.

The officer was 
informed the patient became uncontrollable after the doc- 
tor told him he was releasing him from care. The patient 
became angry at the doctor, claiming he did not receive the 
care he wanted. - 

The -doctor reiterated the patient couldn’t stay in the 
emergency room and could go back to Father Bill’s, where 
he was residing. The patient loudly declared he wasn’t go- 
ing back to Father Bill’s and then grabbed the.doctor around 
the chest area and ripped his hospital jacket and the lanyard 
around his neck completely off. Once this happened, secu- 
rity was called and they tried to subdue the patient, who 
was now aggressively flailing around recklessly. The patient 
then shattered the screen on a heart monitor that was in the 
room. 

~ Officer Bulger spoke with the doctor who said he was 

physically fine but “a little shaken up” from being hit and 
wanted the patient removed from the premises and charged 
for the assault and battery and for damaging the monitor 
valued at $1,200. Officer Bulger placed the patient under 
arrest and handcuffed him. 

The patient stated he couldn’t walk without his cane so he 
was wheel chaired-to the cruiser by a Brewster Paramedic. 
While heading to the station, the patient told the officer he 
broke the monitor because it wouldn’t stop beeping. He kept 
repeating to the officer, “I would rather die than go back to 
Father Bill’s. Just stick a needle in me and end it now.” 

Officer Bulger provided the patient with other options 
but none appealed to him. Once at the station, Officer 
Bulger told the booking sergeant about the statements the 
patient made so Brewster Ambulance EMTs were requested 


to make an evaluation. Upon ar- 
rival, the EMTs stated they were 
very familiar with the patient 
due to a history of making sui- 
cidal statements, with the most 
recent one of wanting to commit 
suicide by cop. At this time it 
was determined that the patient 
needed to be evaluated for men- 
tal health issues and was trans- 
ported to the Carney Hospital. 

The patient, a 30-year-old 
homeless male, was charged 
with assault and battery and defacing or damaging prop- 
erty. At 2:05 a.m., a clinician at Carney Hospital contacted 
Sgt. O’Donoghue stating the patient had been evaluated 
and was being discharged from their care. Officers O’Hare 
and Brown transported him from the hospital to the station 
where he was booked. A violation of probation warrant from 
Hingham District Court was also located during the booking 
process.

On Tuesday Nov. 12, at approximately 7:35 p.m., nu- 
merous officers were dispatched to the CVS on Beale Street 
for a robbery in progress.

Xanax /Grab All 30mg Oxycodone /No Alarms or staling / 
You have 10 seconds for no one to get hurt /Meds are re- 
placeable/You’re NOT/GO.” The suspect then reached into 
the front of his jacket which the employee said made her 
believe the suspect had a weapon and would harm her. 

The employee said she began to cry’ and that is when 
one of the pharmacists noticed and came over to assist. The 
employee then ran to the other side of the pharmacy and 
called “911.” The pharmacist unknowingly asked the sus- 
pect if she could help him and he responded that the other 
employee was assisting him and motioned towards her. The 
pharmacist said she would take over so the suspect passed 
the same note across the counter and before she could finish 
reading it, he grabbed it back into his possession and told 
her to “Make it quick.” 

The pharmacist told the suspect the store did not have 
30mg Oxycodone and gave him a bottle of Alprazolam 
(used mainly to treat anxiety and panic disorders). The 
pharmacist told Officer Lawless the suspect kept his hand 
in the front of his jacket as if he had a weapon during the 
conversation. The suspect then attempted to flee the store as 
Officer O’Donnell was walking in. The officer was able to 
quickly detain the suspect in the store’s alcove. 

The suspect was briefly removed from the cruiser and 
both victims confirmed he was the suspect. A search of the 
suspect uncovered a green knife, a mask and the note were 
found. The mask was not used. The white pill bottle taken 
from the suspect had 63 green pills in it. 

CVS employees were able to provide video footage of 
the incident which was turned over to BCI.

Councillors Hear Presentation 
On Municipal Broadband 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The CEO of the company 
that is working with Quincy 
officials on plans for a mu- 
nicipally-owned broadband 
network provided city coun- 
cillors with an overview of 
the process recently, includ- 
ed estimates on how much it 
would cost to install. 

Jeff Christensen of Entry 
Point Networks addressed 
councillors on Nov. 12. His 
company is working as a 
consultant to the city as offi- 
cials study the feasibility of 
installing a fiber optic mu- 
nicipal broadband network. 

The feasibility study in- 


cludes a survey, available 
online at quincyfiber.com, 
to gauge residents’ interest 
in the concept. 

“So far we have a tre- 
mendously positive __re- 
sponse in terms of filling out 
the survey we put out,” said 
Ward 3 Councillor lan Cain, 
who introduced a resolution 
last year asking the city to 
consider-a municipal broad- 
band network. 

The survey will also be 
sent to residents. during the 
annual city census next year, 
Mayor Thomas Koch said 
previously. 

Residents would not be 


required to participate in the 
municipal broadband net- 
work, Christensen said. It 
would cost between $2,500 
and $3,000 per household 
on average to install the fi- 
ber optic network, he said, 
and 40 percent 
homeowners would have to 


least of 
participate in order for it to 
be viable. 

In Quincy, Christensen 
estimated some ~ 17,000 
households would have to 
sign up for the service for 
it to be viable. That would 
put the total cost to install 
the network in the range of 
$42.5 and $51 million. 


The money to install the 
network would be borrowed 
up front and paid off by 
those who participate in it. 
Christensen said the installa- 
tion costs would be paid off 
over 20 years at an expected 
cost of $20 per month; that 
charge would disappear 
once initial cost.

than what we currently have 
with the ambulance com- 
pany, except for what I look 
at as a great environmental 
move getting those 20-year- 
old tanks out of the ground.” 

In addition, Donnelly 
said some of her building’s 
residents were concerned 
about a large development 
taking place next door if the 
trolley company’s request 
was not approved. 


“The other thing that has 
been discussed from people 
in my building is if people 
keep fighting transportation 
companies coming in there, 
what’s going to happen? If 
we end up with a high rise 
with 250 cars, what’s the 
traffic going to look like 
there?” she said. “That’s a 
major concern.” 

Harris spoke against the 
proposal at the board meet- 
ing. He said his constituents 
are concerned about the trol- 
leys further tying up traffic 
on the Neponset Bridge. 

“What’s concerning to 
me and also concerning to 


other members of my con- 
stituents outside of the abut- 
ters is... the Neponset River 
Bridge,” Harris said. “The 
problem is getting over that. 
Things don’t really slow 
down much at nine o’clock, 
especially when there is 
weather, and it goes some- 
times right until ten o’clock 
depending on the day of the 
week.” 

In addition, five residents 
sent letters to the board ex- 
pressing their opposition to 
the proposal, according to 
City Clerk Nicole Crispo. 

Crispo and Deputy Fire 
Chief Joseph Jackson voted 


against the request. Inspec- 
tional Services Director Jay 
Duca, Health Commissioner 
Ruth Jones and Police Chief 
Paul Keenan all voted for it. 

Duca said the proposal 
would have less of an im- 
pact on neighbors. 

“I kind of think this use 
is less of an impact to the 
neighbors,” he said. “The 
reality is something is go- 
ing to go there eventually. 
I don’t think I would ex- 
pect somebody to solve the 
traffic problems...it’s just a 
bad intersection and I don’t 
know the traffic problem 
will ever be solved.”

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New Public Safety Headquarters Plans Unveiled | 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

The proposed new public 
safety headquarters — which 
would house the Quincy Po- 
lice and Fire Departments, 
plus emergency manage- 
ment — no longer has space 
set aside for the Health, In- 
spectional Services and Vet- 

erans Services Departments. ° 

Mayor Thomas Koch un- 

veiled the latest proposal for 

the building, which would 

be located near the current 

police headquarters at 1 

~ Sea St., at the Nov. 12 City 
Council meeting. 

The mayor is asking 
the council to borrow $32 
million to design the new 
building and acquire several 
parcels of land near Broad 
Street, including two parcels 
that could accommodate a 

new facility for Father Bill’s 
Place. Koch also wants to 
purchase a vacant parcel on 
Quincy Avenue near the cur- 
rent Fire Department head- 
quarters; that land could be 
used for a new fire station, 
while the department’s ad- 
ministrative offices would 
move to the new Sea Street 
building. 

The council will consider 
the request during a future 
committee meeting. 

Officials first unveiled 
plans for the new public 
safety building in March. 
The plan at that time in- 
cluded a building with two 
wings. One would hold the 
Police Department, emer- 
gency management and Fire 
Department administration; 
Koch decided at that time 

not to move fire apparatus 
from the station on Quincy 
Avenue to Sea Street be- 
cause it would increase re- 
sponse times in some areas. 
The second wing would 
have housed the Health, In- 
spectional Services and Vet- 
erans Services Departments. 
At the Nov. 12 meeting,

headquarters and serve as a new home for Fire Department administration and the Emergency Management Department. The mayor no longer plans to relocate 


three other departments — Health, Inspectional Services, and Veterans Services — to the new building. 


Koch said the decision had 
been made to remove those 
three departments from the 
plan. 

“We felt it was a little too 
aggressive trying to jam in 
all of this in one site with 
the parking needed as well 
as the resources needed, the 
space needed, by police, fire 
as well as emergency man- 
agement,” the mayor said. 

A two-level parking ga- 
rage on site would include 
192 -spaces and ‘additional 
parking spaces would be lo- 
cated in a surface lot on the 
Broad Street side of the site. 
Koch said emergency ve- 
hicles would be able to exit 
onto both Broad Street and 
Sea Street. 

A new public park, which 
the mayor said would be 
dedicated to first respond- 
ers, would be located at the 
corner of Sea Street and 
Southern Artery in front of 
the new public safety build- 
ing. 

Koch is seeking to use 
$19 million of the $32 mil- 


lion bond to acquire five 
parcels, four of which are 
located in the area of Broad 
Street. Those parcels in- 
clude 450 Southern Artery, 
which is currently home to 
a Stop & Shop gas station, 
21 Broad St., 39 Broad St. 
and 12 Field St. The project 
would also include the city- 
owned parcel at 38 Broad 
St., where Father Bill’s 
Place is now located, and 56 
Broad St., where the Quincy 
Animal Shelter is located. 

Koch said the city would 
use the parcels at 12 Field 
St. and 39 Broad St. to ac- 
commodate Father Bill’s 
Place. 

“T think in government 


_.we have a_ responsibility 


to help those...that need a 
safety net, that need some 
assistance to get back on 
their feet;’ Koch said. “We 
are fully committed and 
working to relocate Father 
Bill’s to the other side of 
Broad Street.” 

The shelter would have

Cont’d From Page 15 
select from a list of internet 
service providers and could 
pay a separate fee to that 
company as well. Chris- 
tensen said between five and 
ten different ISPs could be 
available to Quincy custom- 
ers. 

Overall, Christensen said 
customers could save up to 
30 percent on their internet 
bills while receiving ten 
times their current band- 
width. Homeowners who 
do connect to the network 
would also see their proper- 
ty value rise by 3.1 percent 
on average. 

“What we ask the sub- 
scriber, the consumer, is 

make a commitment to 
the infrastructure — to think 
about it like their sewer and 


{",' Christensen’, ‘said,’ 


“We’re going to improve 
your property by connect- 
ing you through fiber optic 
cable to the internet.” 

The fiber optic cables 
would likely be installed 
on the utility poles already 
in place, Christensen said; 
the cables could also be in- 
stalled underground but it 
would cost more to do so. 
The cable itself has an ex- 
pected lifespan of 50 to 100 
years though other compo- 
nents of the network, like 
servers, would need to be 
replaced every seven years. 

“Putting this infrastruc- 
ture in is going to future 
proof the city as far as 
communication technology 
goes,” Christensen said. 

Entry Point Networks 
worked with the city of Am- 
mon; Idaho; to install a: fi- 


ber optic network in recent 
years. Christensen said the 
company is also working 
with the northern California 
city of Redding — which has 
91,000 residents — to launch 
a network there. Quincy and 
Redding are at the same 
point in the process, he said. 

Cain and Koch an- 
nounced the launch of the 
feasibility study in October. 
Since that time; Milton and 
Weymouth have both ex- 
pressed interest in the idea, 
Christensen said. : 

At the October announce- 
ment, Cain said it could take 
about a year before instal- 
lation of the new network 
commences. It will likely be 
done on a neighborhood-by- 
neighborhood basis depend- 
ing on demand.

“We do need to look at re- 
placing our main firehouse,” 
he said. “That would be a 
perfect location to do that.” 

The remaining $13 mil- 
lion includes $6 million to 
the design the new building 
on Sea Street; $2.4 million 
for environmental efforts 
and contingency; $1.6 mil- 
lion for a project manager 
and, peer -reviewer;;, $1.5 


‘million for agency coordi-' 


nation, permitting and in- 
frastructure work; and $1 
million for demolition and 
site clearing. 

Koch hopes to begin de- 
molition of select buildings 
next spring. The city would 
also start environmental 
work and seek federal fund- 
ing for the project at that 
time. 

The design of the new 
building would be finished 
next summer, and the proj- 
ect could be back before the 
City Council, with a guar- 
anteed maximum price con- 
tract, in the fall of 2020.

Construction of the new 
building would begin in the 
spring of 2021 and it could 
be ready for move in as soon 
as the fall of 2022.

O’Donnell: Strong Lending Numbers Continue In October 
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Register of Deeds Wil- 
liam O’Donnell reports 
lending activity, fueled by 
continued low interest rates, 
showed significant increases 
during October 2019. 

“As we saw during the 
third quarter 2019, sig- 
nificant increases year over 
were seen with lending ac- 
tivity in Norfolk County,” 
O’Donnell said. “A total of 
3,373 mortgages were re- 
corded in October, a signifi- 
cant 62% increase compared 
to October 2018. Also, the 
total amount of money 
borrowed against Norfolk 
County properties during

the month was $1.9 billion, 
a 106%: increase compared 
to the previous year. While 
this particular figure was 
impacted by two commer- 
cial loans of $100 million 
and $160 million recorded 
against Franklin and Brain- 
tree properties respectively, 
the statistics also show that 
positive trend lines relative 
to borrowing in the county 
continue unabated. Con- 
sumers are clearly taking 
advantage of low interest 
rates to purchase big ticket 
items and pay for large capi- 
tal expenses.” 

During October, the 


number of county real es- 
tate transactions, both resi- 
dential and commercial, 
recorded was 3,373, a 5% 
increase year over year. 
Buyers also saw encourag- 
ing signs as the average real 
estate sales price, again both 
residential and commercial, 
fell 6% to $878,369. Total 
dollar real estate sales for 
the month was $866 mil- 
lion, a 2% decrease from 
the previous year. “These 
figures,” O’Donnell noted, 
“bear watching as they may 
portend a real estate inven- 
tory increase and more op- 
tions for prospective Nor- 
folk County homeowners.” 

Norfolk County home- 
owners continued to show 
they are very familiar with 
the benefits of the Home- 
stead Act. A total of 1,042 


during the month of Oc- 
tober, a 2% increase com- 
pared to October 2018. Reg- 
ister O’Donnell reiterated 
the importance of having a 
Homestead. “A Homestead 
provides limited protection 
against the forced sale of a 
homeowner’s primary resi- 
dence to satisfy unsecured 
debt up to $500,000.

One surprise seen during 
October was a small increase 
in the number of foreclosure 
deeds recorded countywide.

This bit 
of bad news was offset by 
a 28% decrease in the num- 
ber of Notice to Foreclose 
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the foreclosure process, re- 
corded during the month. 
“The reduction in the 
number of Notice to Fore- 
close Mortgage recordings 
in October was certainly en- 
couraging,” O’Donnell said.

Metallic Postcard --- Post- 
cards are among the most 
popular inexpensive col- 
lectibles today, perhaps be- 
cause they are easy to find. 
But they require time and 
searching to create a special 
collection. Postcards are 
wanted for the postmark, 
the stamp, the message or 
the picture on the front, 
and they can be framed and 
hung or displayed in scrap- 
books. 

Although an English post- 
card was mailed as early as 
1840, the first U.S. postcard 
wasn’t printed until 1873. 
The earliest picture post- 
cards mailed in the US. 
probably were cards sold at 
the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position in Chicago in 1893. 
A printed stamp was used 
on early postal cards by the 
US. Post Office. A rectan- 
gular stamp was glued onto 
a souvenir postage card, 
bought and mailed. by tour- 
ists. The required postage 
changed 21 times between 
1872 and 2000, going from 
1 cent to 21 cents. Today it 
is 35 cents. 
Collectors also can date a 
card from its design. The 
“divided back” era began 
in 1907. “Linen” cards 
that had texturized paper 
for better color printing 
were popular from 1931 
to 1959. “Chrome” era 
postcards featuring Koda- 
chrome photographs started 
in 1939. The craze for col- 
lecting postcards began in 
1946, and there were clubs, 
stores, sales and research 
for collectors buying post- 
cards.
